Looking at the front 
left of the scope you see only two BNC input vertical amplifiers. That 
means this is a 2 channel Scope by accepted industry wide standards. 


Now, they "may" be able to display besides those two channels, the same two 
channels modified by delays, that would be four traces. And if they delay 
one trace by the other, that "might" be how they claim five. But, it is 
only two unique signals. 


The maximum independent channels scopes had of this vintage were the four 
channel scopes from Philips, and some others.

Good points, Rudy. Along those lines, Type N and UHF connectors have 
the same threads, so a cap for one will work on the other (as long as 
the cap doesn't have a type-specific center pin). 


Be aware for field work that UHF connectors are not designed to be 
watertight, while N connectors were (but only nominally). 

User-applied dressing is necessary for UHF connectors (and a really, 
really good idea for N connectors) that are exposed to the elements. 
It's kinda moot for packing since most of our radios will probably get 
wet and quit working long before the coax connectors give up the 
ghost. <hee hee>

> Be very careful not to lose those plastic "spoke-thingys" as they do 
fall out. I somehow lost one of these things from a Comet duplexer. 
They are essential in that they keep the center conductor from 
"spreading out" too far and losing contact with the mating pin of the 
PL259 connector. A dot of crazy glue should help. Put it on one of 
the spokes. Good idea on using the cap. A plastic champagne cork 
works well for this if you can't find the metal one that came with the 
Comet/Diamond mount.

Other than the slightly (but not too) exotic methods of measuring the 
crystal's parameters, a fairly effective method is to just match them in 
frequency in an oscillator. Since you're building the 2N2/40, you'll be 
building a couple oscillators you could use for testing ... if you don't 
have or want a separate one just for the purpose. 


I think a thumb-rule is to match within 10% of filter bandwitdh. If you are 
looking to build a 500 Hz crystal filter, match within 50 hertz. I think 
your chance of good results with this simple method would be enhanced if you 
buy the same kind of crystals Jim used in his design. Better chance of 
matching parameters other than frequency with those used in the design. I'm 


trying to remember what Jim said he used. Think it was FOX crystals, from 
Mouser. A bunch of part number FOX049 that I tested looked real good for Q 
and came out pretty tight on frequency too. As a bonus, they're 
surprisingly inexpensive. 


So you need an oscillator that you're going to build anyway, and a frequency 
counter that reads to Hz, although 10 Hz might be OK. You could even use a 
receiver that reads to 10 Hz if you're pretty good at matching tones.

Alex, I can only echo Lew's comments based upon my almost identical 
usage of the 602A (now an 802A) mixer/EQ. Once you get everything 
plumbed in, the ease with which you can control audio levels and paths, 
etc. will really spoil you in a hurry. The EQ is much more than adequate 
so don't let that worry you. 


BTW, the 602A is now down to $60 and the 802A is only $80. The 602 is 
physically smaller by a bit and is more than adequate. 


I control four rigs (transmit audio and receive audio), a soundcard, a 


monitor scope input, etc. and use it to drive an 80 watt/channel stereo 
amp which drives a large stereo speaker cabinet system. The 802 has a 

couple more channels available and a couple of other features which make 
it more attractive to me, but as Lew said, the 602A is more than enough.

I have and use a Behringer 602A mixer in my shack. I don't operate 
SSB a whole lot, mostly 10 meters QRP and the occasional 10-10 contest 


when I do manage to grab the mike. 


The 602A has a 3 band tone control system, low-mid-high which will 
probably allow you to EQ your voice to your heart's content. It's not 


an expensive parametric EQ with variable Q but the 602A has enough 
range to EQ from that strident DX sound to warm rag-chew. I should 
note that while EQ allows you to make your audio more intelligible in 
some situations, it is not a direct substitute for compression. 


For some the mixer may have greater value as an analog router/switch. 
If you operate any digital modes and want to maintain a fixed input 
level, the mixer provides an easy way to manage your audio inputs. If 


you have multiple mikes and/or multiple rigs, the inputs and output 
buses allow to route the sound as you wish. Similiarly, it makes it 
easy to connect your computer and rigs together for recording off the 
air. Because most of our ham audio is mono, each stereo channel has 
effectively 2 inputs and 2 outputs. You can use the balance controls 
to switch audio from one input to another just by turning the balance 
knob. 


> I have operated my rig at 100W for a local net on 80m sideband. My 
inverted L leaves the back of my tuner 8 feet from my mixer and I 
haven't yet noticed any RF effects. Realize however, that this 
information is purely anecdotal and may not be that valuable for your 
situation. Choosing high quality shielded audio cables which are 
intentionally kept as short as possible/reasonable is always a good 
first step.

The stability of the oscillator is probably less a function of Q than of 
component instability. The dimensional stability with temperature of the 
materials your stub is made of is worse than that of the LC components, 
all else being the same. 


Did you say you had a PIC on board? One cheap way to improve the system 

may be temperature compensation. If your PIC has A/D converters, measure 
temperature (using a diode) and then do a table lookup for a voltage to put out 
(using PWM) 

to a diode used as a varactor. You will have to profile the system over 
temperature 

to develop your table. If you wrap the thing in styrofoam all components will be 
close to the same temperature and it should work bitchin’. 


Another scheme would be to measure frequency with some of your PIC resources, 
and program a control loop. You might need a prescaler, which may not be in 
your junkbox. This way the crystal running the PIC becomes your frequency 
reference. It doesn't matter what frequency the crystal beeps at, so you are 
bound to have one in your junkbox that will work. This would be a "frequency 
locked loop" or huff-n-puff rather than a PLL.

In 1996, a group of qrpers met in Riley, NM to operate QRP to the Field. 
This was a memorable event for several reasons. Steve Thompson decided to 
operate the event aeronautical mobile, and flew over Arizona and New Mexico 
operating during the event. He actually flew over Riley, and we all waved 
to him. (Well, Paul and I were in Magdaleno in a grocery store and had to 
run out in the street to wave, but we did.) Steve made contacts all over 
the US operating from his airplane. 


Paul invited Chuck Adams and me to join his group and operate from Riley. 

We both flew in to Albuequerque and were met at the airport by Jay Miller, 
WA5WHN and his son. We loaded our gear into his SUV and took off. Now 
picture this. Neither Chuck nor I had ever actually met any of these guys, 
we had just emailed most of them, and had talked with Paul on the phone. We 
were now sitting in the back seat of a SUV filled with camping gear.

The main problem that I have is drift within the first minute or so of turning on 
the TX. Since 

the life cycle of a T-hunt transmitter is to lie dormant for a long period, wake 
up, send out a 

few tones followed by a CW ID and then go dormant again, this is particularly 
troublesome. 


Assuming that the temperature of the resonant element is staying relatively 
constant during 

the turnon period (since it is disspating very little power and is physically 
massive), the drift 

effect must be caused by the active device changing characteristics as it heats 
up. The effect 

of this will be minimized by coupling the device loosely to a high-Q resonant 
circuit (which is 

why crystal oscillators are so stable).

"It all depends" Alex. 


First, there is no universal standard for "zip cord." We all know what it 
looks like and what to call it, but the insulation can be made of anything 
and the Zo and loss can vary all over the lot. Generally for 80 and 40 and 
lengths up to maybe 20-30 feet, operation is acceptable, but some tuning 
probably would be required. Remember that sticking a 5Q-ohm SWR meter into 
such a line does not mean that it will read correctly. 


Haven't seen an 72-ohm twinlead since the mid-40's when it was popular to 
feed dipoles before coax became so plentiful and cheap. Lossy stuff, though, 
at the higher HF frequencies I bet.
